Writers have differ¬ 
ent ways of getting their 
thoughts down on paper. 
When Samuel starts to 
write a story, he creates a 
flow chart on paper first. 

“I’ll write a general idea of 
each part in the story and 
then draw arrows to link it up 
with what comes next,” 
he says. “When I’m writing my story, if I need 
help I’ll look at the flow chart and write about 
what I’ve planned there.” 

Samuel uses the same system when he 
prepares talks to give in Primary. First, the 
Primary presidency assigns him a theme and 
scriptures. “I’ll sit down and think about it, and 
then ideas come into my head and I write little 
notes,” Samuel says. “Then I write them up 
more fully into my talk.”

Indian village in New Mexico. It was 1878, and he 
was on his way to Mexico to preach the gospel. A few 
of the Zunis had already been baptized members of the 
Church, but many others wanted to be baptized as well. 

A member of the tribe. Captain Lochee, invited Elder 
Harris to stay with his family. Three of Captain Lochee’s 
children were very sick with smallpox. 

During the night. Elder Harris heard one of the chil¬ 
dren crying and gasping for breath. Captain Lochee told 
Elder Harris that his 12-year-old daughter was dying. 
Elder Harris’s journal tells what happened next: “The 
Spirit of the Lord moved upon me very strongly to ad¬ 
minister to her, which I did. She revived and slept well 
the remainder of the night.” 

Then Elder Harris blessed the two other sick children, 
and they also recovered. 

The next morning, news of the healings spread 
throughout the village. Elder Harris was asked to visit 25

many people. “I commenced, and as fast as I adminis¬ 
tered to them they were removed, but other sick ones 
were continually being brought in,” he wrote. 

By the time Elder Harris blessed the last person, the 
sun had set. The man who acted as his interpreter had 
also stayed there all day. He asked Elder Harris if he 
knew how many people he had blessed. Elder Harris 
said he hadn’t kept count. The interpreter told Elder 
Harris he had counted 406 people. 

Elder Harris wrote the 
following morning that 
his arms were so sore 
he could hardly move 
them. He took no 
credit for himself, 
but gave credit to 
the Lord for the mi¬ 
raculous healings. ♦

As a young girl I followed my father everywhere he 
AAwent. I always admired how dedicated he was 
to the Lord.

However, instead of going 
on a trip, he would ask my family to 
help him paint the widow’s house next 
door. This is just one example of many 
acts of service.

When I was in high school, my 
father became very ill.

It took a 
long time to receive that answer, and 
it wasn’t the one that I had wanted, 
but it was the mos? wonderful answer 
to prayer. I wasn’t supposed to understand why this 
happened. I was supposed to trust in the Lord. 

When you trust in the Lord, you can do anything 
—even if it is really hard—because He does 
direct your path. He’ll walk by your side. He’ll hold 
your hand. He will send His angels to surround 
you. That’s my testimony. And it is true for all 
of us. ♦

Heavenly Father again. 

First, you need to have faith in 
Jesus Christ. To have faith in Jesus 
Christ is to believe that He lives, that 
He is the Savior, and that He loves 
you, even though you have never 
seen Him. When you have faith in 
Christ, you will want to do what He 
has asked you to do, such as pray, 
attend church, be kind, and keep 
the commandments. 

One important thing Jesus has 
asked you to do is be baptized 
when you are eight years old (or 
older). You will be baptized by 
immersion—as Jesus was. That 
means your whole body will go 
under the water. Your baptism will

be done by someone who has the 
priesthood authority to baptize. 
When you are baptized, you also 
make a promise with Heavenly 
Father. You promise that you will 
keep the commandments, and if 
you do. He promises that you will 
have the companionship of the 
Holy Ghost. 

After you are baptized, you will 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
Someone who holds the priesthood 
will put his hands on your head to 
give you the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
The Holy Ghost will guide, teach, 
and comfort you and will testify of 
Jesus Christ. 

From the day you were born 
until age eight, you are clean and 
innocent because of the Atonement 


of Jesus Christ. After you turn eight 
and are baptized, you need to 
repent of anything you do wrong. 
To repent is to feel sorry and to 
ask for forgiveness from Heavenly 
Father and from anyone you may 
have hurt. After you have repented, 
you need to try hard not to make 
the same mistake again and to be 
more obedient to the command¬ 
ments. The Atonement makes it 
possible for you to become clean 
again if you repent. 

Having faith in Jesus Christ, 
repenting, being baptized by 
immersion, and receiving the gift 
of the Holy Ghost are important 
because they will help you return 
to live with your family forever and 
with Heavenly Father and Jesus 
Christ. ♦
